Nor do thoſe Exceptions invalidate our Aſſertion , but 
rather afi:m ir; ſeeing, that upon Mercury's paſiing from.

Wet; and choſe may reaſonably be admirred ro defend our 
Aflertion , for the near Affinity they hare ro humid Air. A 
Cloudy-sky, and Lunar- Halo's, you willnow and then, like- 
wiſe, meet withal; and theſe are certain Meſſengers of an 
approaching Rain. 

Ir is obſervable alſo, That the Rule holds in the Retro- 
grade motion of Mercury ; wherefore, it muſt be granted, 
that his changing of his Sign, is in regard of us whoinhabir 
the Earth, and nar in reſpe&t- of the Copernican Syftem; 
for therein 5ou muſt know, this nimble Planer rings the 
Changes auch oftner than he doth in- that of che Noble 
Prolemy's.
